Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  i*ni;ual  Report  on  bhe  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Bojrougn  of  Dorenester  for  the  year  19p7. 

It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  iioeilth. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  very 
low  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis 
or  Dysentery,  There  were  however,  five  cases  of  Food  Poisoning,  uno  highest 
since  1953.  This  follows  the  general  trend  of  increase  tlu-ougliout  the 
country . 

The  one  outstanding  infection  was  the  outbreeic  of  Influenza  in  September j 
which  commenced  in  the  senior  schools  soon  afuer  the  tenn  begsji,  axfecting 
mainly  the  older  children.  Later  it  spread  to  tiie  junior  schools  but  to  ^ 
a lesser  extent.  The  infant  schools  were  only  slightly  affected.  Within 
three  weeks  the  adult  popul-ation  were  also  involved. 

One  case  of  Encephalitis  following  an  attack  of  Mumps  was  reported  to 
mo,  this  complication  is  uncommon.  The  patient  fully  recovered. 

A case  of  Typhoid  was  reported  in  a,  boy  of  fifteen.  Ho  v;as  admitted 
to  hospiteJL,  although  he  appeared  clinically  to  have  Typnoid,  investigations 
ell  proved  negative  and  no  germs  could  be  isolated. 

This  latter  fact  was  supported  by  our  negative  samples  from^thc. powers 
for  the  past  three  years,  during  which  time  no  Typhoid  germs  had  been 
isolated.  This  regular  routine  sempling  of  the  sewage,  rl though  taking 
up  tiiiie,  shov;s  what  useful  information  - although  negative  - can  be  obtained 
and  makes  the  effort  worthwhilo. 

I was  also  informed  of  bi  case  of  Abortus  Fever,  a non  notifiable  disease 

From  a health  angle  the  most  important  feature  of  the  year  wa,s  the 
contiiiuation  of  vaccina.tion  against  Poliomyelitis,  tnis  commenced  in  May 
with  e.n  increasing  demand  for  the  protection,  during  the  year,  550  children 
born  in  the  years  1947  to  195o  were  immunised. 

Talks  and  films  on  Glean  Food  and  Vaccination  were  given  to  school 
leavers. 
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Flooding  occurirod  in  the  town  in  Juno  and  September  and  a report  \-ies 
made  to  the  Council  on  possible  hazards  to  health  from  flooding  affecting 
the  sev/ers. 

Reports  on  Smoking  and  Cancer,  Accidents  in  the  Home  and  use  of  Fire- 
guards, v/ero  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee. 

The  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  tv/o 
abattoirs  was  again  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  and  again  it  was 
pointed  out  that  in  view  of  this,  insufficient  time  was  being  spent  on 
genereH  Public  Health  duties. 

The  insufficient  and  poor  office  accoimmodation  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  was  improved  dirring  the  year  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Council 
for  providing  a further  room  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  conditions. 

I wish  to  thanlc  the  Ma,yor  and  raembors  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  understanding  during  the  year,  o.nd  the  help  of  my  colleagues  on  the 
staff  and  agein  would  especially  mention  Mr.  iHard  and  the  rest  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  continued  support.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Many  elderly  persons  are  now  able  to  stay  hone  and  be  cared  for  through 
the  Home  Help  Service,  when  previously  they  had  to  go  into  other  accomiaodation 
such  as  Old  Persons  Homes  and  hospitals  for  the  clironic  sick. 


Old  people  do  not  like  to  be  uprooted  from  their  homes  where  they  have 
lived  for  years  and  are  daily  in  contact  with  raemories  of  the  past.  Furtner- 
more  they  prefer  to  die  at  home  rather  than  in  hospitals. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICES

The  sewers  were  somipled  again  this  year  with  Moore  * s s^^rabs,  49  out 
of  152  were  found  to  be  positive  to  Salmonella  organisms  and  one  sample 
of  the  river,  taken  near  the  effluent  discharge  point  from  the  sewage 
\TOrks,  was  positive. 


PUBLIC  GLEAIISIHG  - REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  refuse  disposal  site  is  well  maintained  and  re.gular  laying  is 
carried  out.  The  Rodent  Control  Officer  visits  the  site  for  any  necessary 
treatment. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

A sample  of  the  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  supply  is  given  overleaf 
and  shov/s  it  to  be  satisfactory. 


Bacteriological  samples  taken  by  the  Surveyor's  Department  during  the 
year  numbered  115.  Close  co-operation  with  the  Health  Department  is  always 
maintained.  As  mentioned  elsev/here,  the  Public  Health  Officers  are  fully 
engaged  in  other  work  and  although  water  sampling  is  their  duty,  regular 
sampling  cannot  be  undertalcen  with  the  present  staff  and  only  seven  checks 
were  made  by  the  Department,  two  of  these  follovfing  a doubtful  sample.

I present  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  on  the 
work  carried  out  by  your  public  health  inspectors  in  1957* 

The  administration  of  the  Department  was  adversely  affected 
by  changes  in  the  clerical  sta.ff • At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
appointed  a General  Assistant,  in  addition  to  the  temporary  part-time 
clerk,  and  the  position  is  now  more  satisfactory,  although  much  still 
remains  to  be  done  to  make  up  the  backlog  which  has  arisen  throiagh  staff 
changes  and  illness* 

With  the  assistance  of  inspectors  of  a neighbouring  authority 
nearly  all  of  the  62,567  animals  slaijghtered  in  the  Borough  were  examined* 
The  pressiire  on  the  Department  from  meat  inspection  was  exceptionally 
heavy  during  the  last  quai-ter  of  the  year*  The  problems  arising  from  meat 
inspection  were  discussed  at  a number  of  meetings  and  the  Council 
advertised  twice  for  a second  additional  inspector*  After  consideration 
of  the  applications  received  the  appointment  was  deferred* 

Draft  Regulations  on  the  constructional  standards  of 
slaughterhouses  were  published  in  August,  1957>  and  a report  on  how  the 
Regulations  were  likely  to  affect  the  slaughterhouses  within  the  Borough 
was  made  to  the  Health  Committee*  Subsequently  an  approach  was  made  to  the 
occupiers  of  the  slaughterhouses  to  inform  them  of  the  proposed  Regulations* 

Mew  legislation  affecting  housing  which  come  into  force  during 
the  year  included  the  Housing  Act,  1957  ( a consolidating  measure  only)  and 
the  Rent  Act,  1957*  Progress  was  made  in  the  Council's  programme  for  the 
GJlearance  of  iinfit  houses  when  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  and  a Clearance 
Order  were  confirmed*  The  Orders  affected  thirty-five  properties* 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Coimcil 
for  the  support  received  and  to  the  chief  officers  and  my  other  colleagues 
on  the  staff  for  their  help  and  advice*

Clearance  Areas* 

Action  \7ith  regard  to  clearance  areas  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Clearance  and  Redevelopment  Committee,  which  met  tvvice  diiring 
tlie  year  and  also  inspected  the  proposed  second  clearance  area  in 
Mill  Street, 

The  Council  made  "The  Borough  of  Dorchester  (Mill  Street, 
Scheme  IIo,l)  Compulsory  Purcliase  Order,  1957"®  Included  in  the 
Order  were  twenty-seven  unfit  houses,  one  ho  use,  and  shop  included  by 
reason  of  "bad  arrangement",  and  two  unfit  houses  subject  to 
Demolition  Orders  and  which  adjoined  the  clearance  area.  The  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Covernnient  confirmed  the  Order  without

Rehousing, 

The  rehousing  of  tenants  from  imfit  houses  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Housing  Committee,  In  addition  to  the  two  referred  to  above, 
seventeen  families  were  rehoused  from  the  Mill  Street  Scheme  Mo,l,  and  one 
from  an  imfit  house  on  which  a Closing  Order  had  been  made  in  1955 • 

Housing  Repairs. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  a Circular 
introducing  the  Rent  Act,  1957 » asked  local  authorities  to  make  the 
fullest  use  of  their  powers  under  the  Housing  Act  and  Public  Health 
Act  to  secure  the  better  repair  of  rented  accommodation. 
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Rent  Act , 1957* 

The  Rent  Aot,  1957#  came  into  operation  during  the  year  and 
a nuraher  of  enquiries  from  landlords  and  tenants  were  dealt  with. 

Several  landlords  v/ho  served  notices  of  rent  increase  received  notices 
of  defects  of  repair  from  their  tenants,  and  as  a result  a number  of 
these  defects  v/ere  remedied.  However,  these  works  were  not  siifficiently 
extensive  to  affect  to  any  great  extent  the  general  standard  of  repair 
of  the  houses  in  Doixshoster,  or  to  overcome  the  basic  faults  such  as 
dampness,  inadequate  ligliting  and  poor  ventilation. 

By  the  end  of  1957  four  applications  for  certificates  of 
disrepair  had  been  received.  The  Council  had  dealt  vith  two  of  these 
and  decided  to  issue  certificates  in  respect  of  some  of  the  defects 
specified  by  the  tenants,

The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  for  all 
purposes  was  sixty-eight.  Two  premises  were  brought  to  the 
standards  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 1 after  service  of 
notices,  and  five  new  or  converted  ijremises  after  consultation  with 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  A report  on  two  food  prendses  owned 
by  the  Council  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee, 

Proprietors  and  food  handlers  have  to  conpily  with  the 
Pood  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  many  think  that  rules  such  as  "no 
smoking"  should  apply  also  to  the  customers. 

One  talk  on  "Clean  Pood"  was  given  to  a women’s 
organisation  (we  have  never  been  asked  to  talk  on  this  subject  to 
a men's  organisation!)  but  again  we  were  not  able  to  progress  with 
the  scheme  of  talks  to  food  handlers.

Two  premises  within  the  Borough  continued  to  he  occupied  as 
private  slaughterhouses,  both  being  used  mainly  for  the  vdiolesale 
meat  trade  but  also  supplying  the  needs  of  butchers  in  Dorchester 
and  the  neighbouring  districts.  This  local  trade  formed  about  ten 
per  cent  of  the  total  throughput. 

The  pattern  of  slaughtering  was  similar  to  that  of  previous 
years.  Both  sla\;ighterhousos  operated  fully  throughout  Sundays,  Mondays, 
Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,  the  throxaghput  on  Thursdays,  Fridays  and 
Satxxrdays  varying  considerably  at  different  times  dioring  the  year.  It 
xiras  necessary  for  the  meat  inspectors  to  work  long  hours  to  ensure  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  meat  and  offals.  Overtime  v/as  restricted  to 
767  hours  (coiip>ared  vvith  797'5  hours  in  1956),  but  as  a result  of  a 
higher  rate  of  throughput  on  an  increased  nimiber  of  days  two  and 
sometimes  three  inspectors  were  engaged  on  meat  inspection  at  the  same 
time.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  one  week  of  1957  more  carcases 
were  examined  than  in  the  whole  of  1937, 

Financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  meat  inspection,  which 
had  been  received  over  a number  of  years  from  the  neighbouring 
authorities  of  Portland  Urban  District,  Swanage  Urban  District,  and 
Weymouth  and  Melcombe  Regis  Boroxxgh,  ceased  to  be  made  upon  the 
Government  scheme  of  grants  for  meat  inspection  costs  coming  into 
operation.  On  the  assumption  that  the  Government  grant  for  the 
financial  year  1957-1953  xvill  be  calculated  on  the  same  basis  as  that 
for  the  previous  year,  it  is  estimated  that  the  Council  will  receive  a 
sum  of  £-^00,  In  addition  the  slaughtering  contractors  have  made 
contributions  amounting  to  £689.  These  contributions  are  made  in  respect 
of  animals  slaxightered  for  markets  outside  Dorset, 

In  1957i  62,567  animals  were  slaughtered  compared  with  6l,491 
in  1956,  With  the  exception  of  four  calves  and  one-hundred  and  seven 
sheep  all  the  animals  were  inspected.  The  table  on  page  20  gives  details 
of  the  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected,  and  of  the  extent  of  disease 
found.

Tbfi  Divisional  Veterinaiy  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food,  was  notified  of  two  oases  of  congenital 
tuberculosis  in  calves  to  enable  him  to  trace  the  dams*  Twenty- three 
other  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  calves  diagnosed  were  considered  to

Cysticercus  Bovis* 

All  cattle  v/ere  subjected  to  routine  examination  of  the  head, 
tongue,  heart  and  diaphragm  and  sixty-eight  cases  of  cysticercus 
bovis  v/ere  found.  One  infection  was  found  to  be  generalised*  The 
incidence  of  cysticercus  bovis  was  2,23  per  cent  and  the  locations

Fifty-eight  of  the  sixty-seven  carcases  affected  with 
localised  cysticercus  bovis  were  submitted  to  cold  storage  (nearly 
all  at  premises  within  the  Borough)  and  kept  at  the  prescribed 
temperat\ires  before  release  for  consimption.  The  remaining  nine 
carcases  were  rejected  because  of  other  conditions  present  in 
addition  to  cysticercus  bovis,  or  beconse  the  butcher  refused  to 
submit  the  carcase  to  the  approved  cold  storage  treatment*  The

to  slaughter  horses  within  the  Borough  have  been  issued. 


10.  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Routine  sanq^les  of  the  mains  water  supply  were  not  taken 
by  the  public  health  inspectors,  but  samples  were  taken  each  week  by 
the  Water  Engineer  and  the  Public  Health  Department  infomned  of  the 
results. 


11,  DRAPTAGE. 

Twenty-six  visits  were  made  to  inspect  and  test  new  drains, 
the  remainder  of  this  v/ork  being  tenq)orarily  undertaken  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor *s  staff,  Tvro  hundred  and  seventeen  visits  were  made  to  inspect 
and  test  old  drains. 


12.  FACTORIES

13.  G/iMPING  CONTROL# 

Licences  were  issued  under  section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  193^,  to  three  persons  to  station  an  individual  caravan 
for  permanent  use#  A licensed  residential  site  for  twenty-nine 
caravans  continued  in  use  throughout  the  year#  This  site  is  provided 
with  permanent  sanitary  accommodation  (three  wateixjlosets  for  each 
sex),  washbasins  and  mains  water  siJQoply.  The  whole  site  has  been 
asphalted  to  form  hard  standings# 

14,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES# 

As  in  previous  years  Moore’s  swabs  were  kept  in  the 
high  and  low  level  sewers  in  manholes  near  the  sewage  disposal  works# 
Early  in  the  year  positive  results  began  to  be  reported  on  a number 
of  swabs#  In  an  attempt  to  trace  the  source  of  infection,  an 
extensive  investigation  of  the  sewers  was  ca,rried  out  from  March 
mtil  October,  when  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  the 
investigation  was  abandoned#  During  the  year,  one  himdred  and  fifty- 
four  swabs  were  submitted  for  examination,  and  forty-ei^t  of  these 
gave  positive  results# 

Six  samples  from  the  River  Frome  were  taken,  five 
from  a point  frequently  used  by  bathers#  Ml  the  samples  indicated 
that  the  river  was  heavily  polluted  and  at  the  August  Council  Meeting 
the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  made  a sta.tement  to  the  public 
advising  them  not  to  bathe  in  the  river  in  view  of  the  risks  involved# 

Samples  of  the  Children's  Paddling  Pool  in  the  Borou^ 
Gardens  were  token  during  the  summer  holiday  period.  Two  samples  were 
reported  on  adversely,  but  on  a different  occasion  a satisfo.ctory 
result  was  obtained  after  chlorination#

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In  March  a maintenance  treatment  of  twenty-four  manholes  was 
carried  out,  at  thirteen  of  which  rat  infestations  were  found. 

In  September  test  badting  of  sewers  was  undertaken  a.t  thirty— seven 
manholes,  the  bait  being  consumed  by  rats  at  eleven  manholes*  A 
maintenance  treatment  of  thirty-foLir  manholes  was  therefore  londertaken 
and  twenty-four  manholes  were  foimd  to  be  infested.

Five  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  licensed  installations, 
and  an  investigation  was  made  into  a suspected  leak  of  petroleum  spirit 
into  the  sewers* 

Seventeen  visits  v/’ere  made  to  new  or  proposed  installations, 
four  new  tanks  being  subjected  to  air  pressure  test  before  being 
put  into  service.  One  new  installation  was  licensed  diuring  the  year 
and  two  existing  installations  were  amended  to  provide  additional
